This is what is ironically 
termed stretching—and by habitually in- 
dulging the practice, the wioral faculty of 
the mind becomes blunted, and in time 
contracts such a degree of turpitude as 
scarcely toknow when the truth is spoken 
—A man may repeat a falsehood so often 
that the habit may fix it upon his mind so 
that he may be deceived into the belief of 
its truth, A desire of “ telling a good 
story,” frequently induces a man to fill up 
defaults in a narrative with expletives that 
are entirely false, and hence it is that ma- 
ny persons, otherwise apparently well- 
meaning incur the charge of fibbing.—By 
contracting habits of this kind, the use of 
language is in agreat measure defeated, for 
the design of speech is to communicate a 
knowledge of truth—to make us under- 
stand each other. Now if a person relates 
a thing as true which he knows to be Qlse, 
he deceivesinto erroneons notions of things 
and when repeatedly detected in the per- 
nicious practice, justly forfeita all claims 
to confidence. Falsehood, in whatever 
garb it may be dressed up, whether joke, 
anecdote, quiz, or bore, is still a deception, 
and there may be various degrees of cri- 
minality attached to it, itis an evil and at 
variance with sober truth. These things, 
however, pass very current among us—in- 
nocent falsehoods as some would term 
them, or white lies according to the wag’s 
vocabulary—but if they are falachoods in- 
tended to deceive, are they not lics? as 
such they are condemned by every sound 
moralist—If falsehood in any shape is par- 
donable it is that which is told out of plea- 
santry, in order to ridicule and expose 
those who are votorious!y habituated to the 
practice, by out-doing them in their own 
way, i.e. outlying them. This has been 
successfully practised upon sone both ver- 
bally and in print, especially against ro- 
mantic and extravagant writers who have 
poblished the most palpable falseloors, 
with solemn professions of telling the 
truth.

THE HEAD STONE.. 

The coffin was let down toe the bottom 
of the grave, the planks was removed from 
the heaped-ap brink, the first rattling clods 
had struck their knell, the quick -hoveling 
was over, and the long, bread skilful cut 
pieces of turf were apy joined together, 
and trimly laid by the beating spade, so 
that the newest mould in the churci:-yard 
was scarcely distinguished from thase that 
were grown over by the undisturbed grass 
and daisies of luxuriant spring. The burial 
was tsoon over—and the party with one 
consenting motion, having uncovered their 
heads in decent reverence of the place and 
occasion, were + yr to separate, and 
about to leave the church yard.
